Comprehensive  State 
Mission  Budget 

Tlie  Stale  'Mission  Budget  for 
this  year  of  $£16,680  is  Mississippi 
Baptists’  largest  and  most  compre¬ 
hensive  budget,  compared  to  last 
year’s  budget  of  $21-1,124. 

The  budget  contains  a  Iota*  of  27 
different  items,  including  the  eight 
regular  departments,  Sunday 
School.  Training  Union,  B.  S.  U.. 
W.  M.  IT.,  Music,  Brotherhood, 
Bural  Church  Work  and  Negro 
Work.  \ 

The  Negro  Work  Department, 
Dr.  W.  A.  Keel,  secretary,  is  the 
newest  of  the  regular  Depart¬ 
ments.  having  been  added  last 


of  our  country  home,  I  listened  most  oi 
the  day  to  the  varied  programs  on  the 
radio.  Many  of  the^e  programs  thrilled 
me.  They  kept  renewing  in  me  the  bless¬ 
ed  sacredness  that  should  exist  in  ail 
homes  ou  Christmas.  That  deep  feeling 
that  can  only  be  experienced  by  one 
who  has  become  acquainted  with  the 
Lowly  Nazarene  whose  birth  we  cele¬ 
brate  on  Christmas.  While  listening  my 
mind  went  back  to  another  Christmas 
Eve.  a  day  I’ll  never  forget.

This  performance 
thrilled  my  very  soul  and  caused  me  to 
again  thank  God  that  I  am  privileged 
to  live  in  the  great  free  America  where 
free  expression  of  thought  and  unhin¬ 
dered  worship  originated,  where  the 
thoughts  of  human  rights  and  privileges 
have  embedded  themselves  indelibly  « 
the  very  nature  ofNfce  American  man 
Where  people  can  worship  God  in  their 
own  way.  Where  one^can  freely  call  upon 
God  wherever  he  may  be,  and  can  re¬ 
ceive  comfort  when  his  spirit  is  lowest.

The  other  items  iu  the  budget 
include:  Church  Building  Aid, 
Emergency  Church  Huihimg  Aid. 
B.  S.  lT.  Campus,  Indian  Work, 
Pastoral  Aid,  Convention  Expense, 
Board  and  Committee  Meetings. 
Evangelistic  Conference.  State 
Mission  Promotion  and  Tracts, 
Associational  and.  Area  Missions, 
Historical  Society,  Service  Person¬ 
nel  Aid,  Preacher’s  Bible  School. 
Temperance,  Religious  Education 
Association  Institute.  Chinese  Mis¬ 
sion,  Miscellaneous,  and  Peniten¬ 
tiary  Religious  Supplies. 

Notable  increases  were  made  in 
two  phases  of  work.  Negro  Work, 
which  was  increased  from  $1 1,000 
to  $29,630,  and  temperance,  which 
was  increased  from  $7,730  to 
$10,000. 

The  Negro  Work  budget,  how¬ 
ever.  includes  $1 1 ,630  for  the 
Negro  Work  Department  and 
$13,000  for  extension,  primarily 
through  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Seminary  (for  Negroes). 

$3,000  in  that  budget  is  set  aside 
for  BSU  work  on  three  of  the 
Negro  college  campuses  of  the 
state. 

Tlie  additional  amount  in  the 
ten»|«erance  budget  went  to  the 
United  I>rv  Organisation  for  the 
purpose  of  adding  jiersonnel  so 
that  a  more  effective  legislative 
and  promotional  program  might 
be  maintained. 

Several  items  received  slight  in¬ 
creases  in  their  allocations  while 
others  received  decreases.

There  has  never  yet  been  de¬ 
vised  a  better  plan  than  a  good 
solid  Sunday  School  program. 
Included  ill  such  a  program  is  vis¬ 
itation,  a  good  teaching  program 
and  good  p la uning.
